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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1972 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  1972. 

The  population  again  rose  for  the  third  consecutive  year  to 
14,780. 

The  number  of  births  rose  by  19  giving  a  standardised  rate 
of  15.4  compared  with  14.8  for  England  and  Wales.  The  illegiti¬ 
mate  births  rose  to  8%,  though  they  were  still  1%  below  the 
national  rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  rose  by  25  to  176  giving  a  standardised 
rate  of  14.9  compared  with  12.1  for  England  and  Wales.  64  of 
these  were  aged  75  and  over. 

Stillbirths  were  down  to  2,  giving  a  rate  of  9  compared  with 
the  national  average  of  12.  Both  were  due  to  placental  defects. 

There  were  3  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  week  of  life,  one 
on  the  first  day  and  2  on  the  second.  All  had  respiratory  trouble 
from  birth.  No  other  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  first 
year  of  life,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  13  compared 
with  17  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body 
increased  by  one  to  28.  Cancer  of  the  bronchus,  I  am  pleased 
to  say,  decreased  in  men  by  3  to  5  and  there  were  no  cases  in 
women. 

Deaths  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease  increased  by  1  to  51 
(27  in  men,  24  in  women). 

Deaths  from  pneumonia  increased  by  7  to  12,  10  of  these 
being  65  years  and  over  whilst  deaths  from  bronchitis  and 
emphysema  increased  by  3  to  11,  8  of  these  being  65  and  over. 

There  were  3  accidental  deaths,  the  same  as  last  year,  two  of 
which  were  road  accidents  and  one  a  woman  of  71  who  fell  in 
her  home.  There  were  3  suicides. 
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During  the  year  2  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified,  a  decrease  of  2  on  last  year. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  the  town  during 
the  year  but  I  hope  it  will  be  coming  next  year. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  decreased 
again  from  72  to  49  mainly  due  to  the  absence  of  notifications  of 
whooping  cough  and  the  fall  of  measles  to  27. 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  up  to  19,  mostly  in  the  pre-school 
and  infant  school  age  groups.  They  were  mild  in  nature  and 
scattered  throughout  the  district. 

As  usual,  the  full  range  of  prophylaxis  was  available  to 
children  and  vaccination  was  carried  out  against  poliomyelitis, 
measles  and  rubella  in  girls  11-12,  besides  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  Following  advice  from 
the  Department  of  Health,  routine  vaccination  against  smallpox 
was  not  carried  out  routinely  because  of  the  danger  of  complica¬ 
tions,  but  was  available  on  request. 

Heaf  testing  was  carried  out  on  entry  to  secondary  schools 
and  B.C.G.  vaccination  (against  Tuberculosis)  was  given  to  the 
negative  reactors  and  the  one  degree  positives. 

Vaccination  against  influenza  was  offered  to  council  staff  and 
workmen  and  61  accepted  compared  with  63  last  year. 

215  households  were  assisted  by  the  provision  of  home  helps 
during  the  year  an  increase  of  20. 

The  Meals-on-Wheels  service  continues  to  supply  24  dinners 
twice  a  week,  run  by  the  W.R.V.S.  The  waiting  list  is  now  12. 
We  did  not  need  to  call  on  the  Meals  from  Neighbours  service 
during  the  year. 

Four  active  luncheon  clubs  continued  to  be  held  for  pen¬ 
sioners.  Those  at  the  New  Shildon  and  Old  Shildon  Clubs  cater 
for  20  each,  weekly  and  those  at  Rowan  Avenue  and  Garbutt 
Close  Community  Centres  for  16  each,  weekly.  We  could  not 
run  these  without  the  help  of  the  wardens  and  other  voluntary 
workers,  for  whose  help  we  are  very  grateful. 

The  Red  Cross  continue  to  administer  the  Chiropody  clinic 
very  efficiently.  The  County  Chiropodist  who  attends  gave  1,386 
treatments  to  349  persons  in  143  sessions. 

During  the  year,  37  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  with 
State  Assistance,  184  by  the  Development  Corporation  in  Newton 
Aycliffe  and  84  by  private  persons  making  a  total  of  305  for  the 
year. 
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Work  was  commenced  on  the  Community  Centre  and  Old 
Persons  Bungalows  on  the  Adamson  Street  site  during  the  year 
and  the  bungalows  at  Middridge  were  completed. 

In  October,  the  main  sewer  was  connected  to  the  Darlington 
Rural  District  Council  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  in  Shildon  then  ceased  to  be  used. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  co¬ 
operation,  my  staff  for  their  loyal  services  and  members  of  all 
voluntary  organisations  for  their  willing  hard  work  over  the  year.

All  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period.
